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Local Politicians React to New 
Legislative District Boundaries 


With the stroke of a pen and 
the vote of six of the seven- 
member Maryland Court of Ap- 
peals, legislative boundaries for 
Maryland were changed and 
Greenbelt became a part of a dif- 
ferent legislative district. Unless 
an appeal is filed in the federal 
courts, no longer will Greenbelt 
be a part of a district that it 
shared with the much larger city 
of Bowie for the last 30 years. 
Instead, Greenbelt has been 
placed into a district that in- 
cludes areas to the south and 
southwest of the city and in- 
cludes the municipalities of 
Berwyn Heights, Riverdale Park, 
New Carrollton, Hyattsville, 
Edmonston and University Park. 
Also included is Westchester 
Park, a development bounded on 
three sides by Greenbelt, an area 
of great interest to the city. 

The court rendered its deci- 
sion on Friday, June 21. By that 
evening, it was the hottest topic 
of conversation at a bull roast 
fundraiser at the Newton White 
Mansion for Congressman Steny 
Hoyer. Although many local 
elected officials were absent in 
order to attend the Maryland

Municipal League meeting in 
Ocean City, there were more than 
enough politicians around to 
keep the topic buzzing. State 
Senator Leo Green, who has rep- 
resented District 23 and Greenbelt 
for many years, commented to a 
Greenbelt resident that he felt

like a lover who had just been 
jilted. Between expressions of 
dismay, Delegate Joan Pitkin of 
the 23rd district asked that the 
message be gotten to 22nd dis- 
trict delegates that she had 
Greenbelt mailing labels for them 
to use. State Senator Paul 
Pinsky of the 22nd district ex- 
pressed pleasure to a Greenbelter 
on Green-belt being included in 
his district, claiming that 
Greenbelters were “my kind of 





people.” 

Pinsky has been the 22nd’s 
senator since 1994 and was a 
delegate from the district for the 
previous seven years. Serving 
with him during the past session 
were Delegates Anne Healey, 
Tawanna Gaines and Rushern 
Baker. Baker represented subdis- 
trict 22B which included Cheverly 
and Bladensburg. This subdis- 
trict 1s now a part of the new 
legislative district 47 after redis- 
tricting and Baker is an an- 
nounced candidate for county ex- 
ecutive. Gaines was the mayor 
of Berwyn Heights until she took 
legislative office on December 21, 
2001. She was appointed to fill 
the vacancy resulting when Rich- 
ard A. Palumbo was appointed a 
judge of the Circuit Court. 
Healey has been a delegate since 
1991 and is currently vice-chair of 
the Ways and Means Committee. 
She was a member of the 
Hyattsville City Council from 
1987 to 1990. The senator and 
delegates are all Democrats. 

Mayor’s Reaction 
Mayor Judith Davis did not

City to Hold Spectacular 
July Fourth Celebration

It’s Independence Day in 
Greenbelt again. The Fourth of 
July will be celebrated at the lake 
with the traditional concert, fol- 
lowed by fireworks at dusk. July 
5 is the rain date. 

Fireworks will begin about 
9:15 p.m., should last about 30 
minutes and will include both 
aerial and ground displays. Pub- 
lic Works Director Kenny Hall 
described this year’s program as 
having a big opening, a mid-dis- 
play finale and the grand finale. 
He indicated that the ground dis- 
plays could be best seen from 
the lake lawn near the parking 
lot. 

Hall commented that there 
were two new developments this 
year regarding the fireworks. The 
first is that the public works crew 
will no longer be lighting the big- 
ger shells manually. They now 
will be lit electronically, a much 
safer method. 

Secondly, the city has had to 
announce to the public that it is 
holding the fireworks on Thurs- 
day, July 4. To obtain the fire- 
works permit, for the first time 
this year the State of Maryland 
Fire Marshal’s Office required the 
following statement to be publi- 
cized: “Please inform all members 
of your household about this 
scheduled event. We do not 
want anyone to be alarmed by 
the explosions and flashes of 
light from the fireworks.” This 
notice appeared in last week’s 
News Review. 

Music and Art 

The fireworks will be preceded 
by a free concert by the 
Greenbelt Concert Band at 7 p.m. 
at the stage in front of the lake. 
Under the direction of Tom 
Cherrix, the concert has been part 
of the July Fourth tradition for 
more than 30 years. There is a 
full schedule with a music style 
to please all, including selections 


from “Sound of Music;” the 
“Civil War Suite” by Clare 
Grundman; a medley of songs 
from the 1920s ““Twentiana;” and 
‘“Saxophonia,” a piece for a saxo- 
phone quartet. Band member 
Stan Potter will play a clarinet 
solo, “On the Town.” The band 
will play a number of patriotic 
musical pieces, such as “God 
Bless America” as well as 
Tchaikovsky’s “1812 Overture” 
and Sousa’s “Stars and Stripes 
Forever” leading into the fire- 
works. Bring chairs and blankets 
and relax to the music. Sculp- 
ture lanterns will also be on dis- 
play at the lake. They were cre- 
ated by participants in an Artful 
Afternoon workshop sponsored 
by the Recreation Department. 
American Legion 

The Greenbelt American Le- 
gion will hold its traditional fam- 
ily picnic from | to 5 p.m. on the 
Legion lawn. At | p.m. Mayor 
Judith Davis and City Council 
will present a proclamation sup- 
porting the Blue Star Service 
Banner Campaign. There will be 
food and drink, pony rides, a 
moon bounce, a horseshoe tour- 
nament, and live music. (See ad 
on the American Legion activi- 
ties.) 

Refreshments 

The Greenbelt Babe Ruth 
Youth Baseball Organization will 
be selling refreshments at the 
Lake Park near the parking lot 
during the day and evening. A 
city-recognized group, they will 
have hot dogs, drinks and other 
food to help raise funds for the 
baseball teams. 

Facility Hours 

On July 4, both the indoor 
and outdoor pools will be open 
from 8 a.m. to 8 p.m. The Youth 
Center will be open from noon to 
7 p.m. Recreation Director Hank 
Irving indicated that these hours 
will allow all to see the fireworks. 


Police Offer Guide for a Safe Fourth 


The Greenbelt Police Department reminds citizens that all 
forms of fireworks, including firecrackers, snakes, sparklers and 
bottle rockets are prohibited in the City of Greenbelt, as well as 


in all of Prince George’s County. 


The law states officially that “It is illegal for any person to 
manufacture, possess, store, offer for sale, expose for sale, sell, 
discharge, use, burn or explode any fireworks in Prince George’s 
County, except that an authorized display may be conducted by 


a licensed fireworks shooter.” 


Penalties for violations of the law 


include a fine of up to $1,000 and/or six months in jail. 
Thousands of people are injured and some killed due to ac-

Language/ 
Music Changes 
At ERHS

Transfers to Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School (ERHS) for language 
and music will no longer be al- 
lowed, according to Judy Moore, 
chair of the Music Department at 
the school. It will go into effect 
this fall for those who would 
have been incoming freshmen. 
Those who are rising sopho- 
mores and above will be allowed 
to remain. Science and Technol- 
ogy Program transfers are not af- 
fected. 

In addition, there was a letter 
to the editor from a concerned 
person that band director Paul 
Dembowski would not return to 
the school in the fall, prompting 
a loss of band classes. William 
King, vice principal at ERHS, 
stated in response to a query 
from the News Review, “decisions 
must be made at this time of the 
year regarding staffing needs for 
the following school year. While 
consideration was given to reduc- 
ing staff positions in a number of 
areas including music, we have 
decided to maintain the teaching 
positions in the music depart- 
ment.” Thus Dembowski will re- 
main, but there will be a reduc- 
tion in the future in the number 
of students in the music depart- 
ment as transfers are eliminated. 

Moore indicated that the band 
program at Northwestern High 
School is being eliminated and it 
had been thought that those stu- 
dents might transfer to ERHS and 
participate in band there. How- 
ever, with the elimination of new 
transfers to ERHS, that will not 
be possible. 


Another special thank you 
goes to the employees of the 
Aquatic & Fitness Center and to 
the many friends and neighbors 
whose support meant so much. 
The tremendous outpouring of 
sympathy stands as another re- 
minder of why Greenbelt is such 
a wonderful community.

Patuxent Refuge Invites have Birds 


Patuxent Research 
Refuge in Laurel is giv- 
ing the public an oppor- 
tunity to witness nature 
and its inhabitants in 
the early morning 
hours. The next early morning 
opening will be on June 29. 

The Patuxent’s North Tract 
will open at 5 a.m., three hours 
before the regular opening time of 
8 a.m., and closing time will re- 
main at 8 p.m. The extended 
hours will provide more opportu- 
nities for visitors to hike, bike, 
fish, observe and photograph 
wildlife. 

Patuxent’s North Tract is com- 
prised of 8100 acres of forest, 
wetland, marsh, and grassland 
habitats. There are more than 20 
miles of trails for hiking, biking, 
and nature exploration. People 





can walk on a trail to 
explore the different for- 
ested habitats or hike a 
trail running parallel to 
the beautiful Little 
Patuxent River. There are 
also four impoundments that are 
open for fishing year round. The 
Little Patuxent River, which 
transects the refuge, is also open 
for fishing downstream of the 
Bailey Bridge extending to the 
edge of the refuge. 

The North Tract is located on 
Rt. 198 between the Baltimore-

Joan Pitkin (D-Dist 23) who was

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Homeschool Group Meets, 
Plans Pooling Resources

Six families attended an orga- 
nizational meeting on June 9 for 
those who homeschool or would 
like to homeschool their children. 
Parents in Greenbelt are hoping to 
form a co-op support group for 
both parents and children. They 
are looking for new ways for 
themselves and their children to 
meet and learn together. Some 
preliminary decisions were made 
and a follow-up meeting is 
planned. 

Deborah Taylor, who set up 
this meeting, is the editor of the 
Prince George’s Home Learning 
Network Newsletter. The newslet- 
ter has almost 90 subscribers 
spread throughout the area. 
There is also a small group of 
parents led by Tanya Nordberg - 
the Greenbelt Mamas and the Pa- 
pas - who meet in Greenbelt. 

The city council had recently 
requested information on home- 
schooled children in Greenbelt, 
and City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin contacted the Board 
of Education. Cyn Hadnott, 


home instruction specialist, indi- 
cated that she could only provide 
numbers for the region that in- 
cludes Greenbelt. There are 353 
homeschooled children in that re- 
gion, but the area is substantial, 
from Adelphi in the West to 
Ardmore, Capitol Heights, and 
other locations in the East. 
Those at this meeting indicated 
that they were aware of at least 
20 such children in Greenbelt. 
Major Issues 

There were several major is- 
sues discussed. One was what 
types of homeschool activities 
could best be accomplished by 
children meeting as a group. 
There were many suggestions. 
Taylor mentioned a small science 
co-op where families could share 
science projects. The use of 
Scholastic Books was also of in- 
terest. Exercise and sports were 
mentioned with some children al- 
ready participating in a group that 
meets at McDonald Field. Art 
and music appreciation and his- 
tory, foreign languages, chess and

chorus were also proposed. 
There was an emphasis on need- 
ing to find free teachers as 
money is at a premium since in 
homeschool families only one par- 
ent is working. 

The children also cover a 
wide range of ages, from pre- 
school to high school. One par- 
ent expressed interest in projects 
that preschoolers could work on 
while the older siblings were 
studying. 

The possible structure of a 
new group was also an issue. 
There was concern that the 
group would take a tremendous 
amount of commitment from a 
relatively small group of people. 

Another issue was where 
groups of children could meet. It 
appeared that meeting in the 
Community Center without an 
hourly fee was a possibility only 
if the group could become a city- 
recognized group. They will be

cidents involving fireworks. Stud- 
ies show that children are the 
ones most frequently injured by 
fireworks, often when clothing 
catches fire or fireworks explode 
prematurely while still in the 
child’s hand. 

Additionally, for those coming 
to Buddy Attick Park to view the 
fireworks display, remember that 
alcoholic beverages are prohib- 
ited. Any pets must be on a 
leash, but since pets are fre- 
quently disturbed by the sound 
of exploding fireworks, it would 
be most kind to leave them in- 
doors at home. 

The fireworks display will be- 
gin shortly after dusk, around 9 
or 9:15 p.m. Citizens are re- 
quested to refrain from calling the 
police dispatcher on the Fourth of 
July to ask what time the fire- 
works will begin. Police tele- 
phone lines must be kept open 
for those with emergencies or 
other police related concerns. 
For additional information, call 
the Recreation Department at 301- 
397-2202. 

The parking lot at the park is 
reserved primarily for handi- 
capped and elderly persons. Ve- 
hicles must have handicapped or 
elderly individuals on board in 
order to use the lot. Handi- 
capped tags and/or placards will 
not necessarily be required. 
Temporary no parking signs will 
be posted on the streets sur- 
rounding the park. Do not park 
in these areas or your vehicle will 
be towed. 

A tent occupied by police em- 
ployees will be located in the 
grassy area along the main park- 
ing lot in order to provide first 
aid and to help with lost and 
missing children. 


Getting around Town 
After the Fireworks 


Vehicular traffic will not 
be able to turn onto Cres- 
cent Road from Kenilworth 
Avenue until pedestrian 
traffic is cleared from the 
viewing area. 

Traffic entering the city 
by way of the I-95 ramps 
onto Kenilworth Avenue 
will not be able to turn 
north (toward Crescent 
Road) and must turn onto 
southbound Kenilworth Av- 
enue. Also, motorists ap- 
proaching Crescent from e1- 
ther direction on Kenilworth 
will not be permitted to turn 
onto Crescent. 

Motorists wishing to get 
into the Old Greenbelt area 
should proceed from south- 
bound Kenilworth Avenue 
to Greenbelt Road, turn left 
(eastbound) onto Greenbelt 
Road, then turn left onto 
Southway. 

These detours will be in 
effect for approximately 30 
to 45 minutes. 


Court Supervision 
Of Schools Ended 


Four years ago the parties to 
the thirty-year-old school deseg- 
regation case that created manda- 
tory court-supervised school bus- 
ing in Prince George’s County 
agreed that the school system 
would be declared ‘unitary’ on 
June 30, 2002 unless there was a 
lack of compliance with the 
memorandum of agreement 
(MOU). On June 25, the Honor- 
able Peter J. Messitte, United 
States district judge, found that 
although there remain specific 
items that have not been com- 
pleted, the parties have substan- 
tially complied with the agreement 
and thus he formally ended the 
court’s supervision. This means 
that the United State’s District 
Court for the District of Mary- 
land will no longer actively su- 
pervise the mandatory school 
busing that resulted, according to 
a press release of the Prince 
George's Public Schools. 

‘This ruling benefits the com- 
munity and the children of Prince 
George’s County Public 
Schools,”’said Dr. Beatrice Tignor, 
chair of the Board of Education. 
“We will continue to make com- 
pliance with the MOU a top pri- 
ority. We have already dedicated 
$2.1 million in funding in our fis- 
cal year 2003 budget, and will 
continue to pursue vigorously 
the fulfillment of the remaining 
items of the MOU.”

Davis said that she and other 
councilmembers were trying to be 
as positive about this change as 
possible, considering the circum- 
stances. “We want to be proac- 
tive, not reactive.” A high prior- 
ity for the council will be to get 
acquainted with the city’s new 
senator and delegates, assuming 
there is no appeal filed. She felt 
that the council would need to 
educate them as to the city’s 
concerns and problems. She ex- 
pected that the senator and del- 
egates would wish to reach out 
to the city just as she and the 
council will reach out to them. 

Davis was pleased that Gaines 
was a member of the delegation. 
She had worked with her neigh- 
boring mayor on many matters 
and felt that she had a good un- 
derstanding of Greenbelt issues. 
Davis also noted that Greenbelt 
had mutual interests with many 
of the other municipalities within 
the district. 

Upset Candidates 

The sudden change in district 
boundaries has upset politicians 
throughout the state. Prior to 
the Maryland court invalidating 
the legislative plan, Pinsky had 
formed a Democratic slate to run 
in the primary. With one seat in 
the district being open (1.e., with- 
out an incumbent) and with 
Gaines never having run for of- 
fice in the district, others had in- 
dicated that they were going to 
be candidates. However, it is un- 
certain at this time who will actu- 
ally live in the district and who 
will seek election. One potential 
candidate has reportedly said he 
will run in the district even if he 
has to move. Another has re- 
portedly said that he will run in 
whichever district he may wind 
up residing. Nor is it known if 
the change in boundaries will 
cause others to now seek elec- 
tion. The July 1 deadline for fil- 
ing papers to become a candidate 
has been extended to July 8 by 
the State Board of Elections due 
to the last minute changes in 
boundaries. 

Also up in the air are elec- 
tions to the Democratic State 
Central Committee. It 1s custom- 
ary for the county’s state sena- 





tors to support a slate of nomi- 
nees for these party offices, 
elected at the state’s primary elec- 
tion in September. However, any 
decisions that may have been 
made may no longer be valid, nor 
may announced candidates be 
able to run, as a result of the new 
boundaries deemed by the courts. 
Currently City Councilmember 
Thomas White and Patricia Unger 
serve on the committee as repre- 
sentatives from the 23rd district. 

When asked about the politi- 
cal implications of the new 
boundaries, Unger speculated that 
there probably was a lot of con- 
sulting taking place between offi- 
cials at the conference in Ocean 
City. Although Greenbelters had 
opposed the change that origi- 
nally put the city in the same 
district as Bowie, Unger now ex- 
pressed regret at Greenbelt now 
becoming a part of another dis- 
trict. “It was a shotgun mar- 
riage,” she said of the earlier re- 
districting, “but we’ve had mar- 
riage counseling and now we 
don’t want a divorce.” 

Unger also speculated that it 
would be a while before the dust 
settles. “If you go to the 
Kennedy Center, you get only 
three acts,” she said, “but with 
politics it goes on and on and 
ON eae 

Other Areas 

Other unincorporated areas 
within the new 22nd district in- 
clude an area that is primarily 
federal government land but in- 
cludes the subdivisions of 
Forestgate and Wingate to the 
east of Greenbelt and north of 
Greenbelt Road and west of 
Lanham-Severn and Springfield 
Roads up to Powder Mill Road 
to the north. South of Greenbelt 
Road east of the city is an area 
bounded on the south and east 
by Good Luck Road and includ- 
ing the communities of Cipriano 
Springs, Brae Brook Village, 
Chelsea Woods, Woodlark, Mag- 
nolia Springs, Presley Manor, 
Woodholm Forest, Cipriano 
Woods, Greentree and Presley 
Woods. Good Luck Estates, the 
small community wedged in be- 
tween Greenbelt and New 
Carrollton west of the Capital 
Beltway is also in District 22. 
While Seabrook is not in this dis- 
trict, the area to the southwest of 
it, northeast of Lanham-Severn 
Road and east of New Carrollton 
is. The area to the southwest of 
New Carrollton along the north- 
west side of Annapolis Road 
(Md. 450) as far west as the Bal- 
timore-Washington Parkway is

also within the district except for 
an area between Finn’s Lane and 
Riverdale Road that contains the 
Frenchmans Creek and Heritage 
Square developments. In this 
area within the district are the 
developments of Lanham Hills, 
West Lanham Estates, Beacon 
Heights and Woodlawn. 

To the south of Greenbelt be- 
tween Kenilworth Avenue and 
the Baltimore-Washington Park- 
way and north of the town of 
Bladensburg, the district includes 
Riverdale Heights, Riverdale Hills, 
Riverdale Woods (East Pines), 
Terrace Hill, Temple Manor and 
Rogers Heights. An area west of 
University Park between East- 
West Highway on the south and 
University Boulevard on the 
north, Adelphi Road to the east 
and Riggs Road to the west and 
including the developments of 
University Hills, Rosemary Ter- 
race, Toledo Terrace, Prince 
George’s Plaza, Chillum Terrace, 
Lewisdale and University City is 
also within District 22 as is the 
small subdivision between the 
university and University Park 
known as University Heights Es- 
tates. 

Besides adding Greenbelt and 
the area to the east of the city 
to District 22, the court made 
other significant changes to that 
district and Greenbelt’s former 
District 23 from that proposed by 
the governor and adopted by the 
Maryland legislature (legislative 
plan). The court did maintain the 
splitting of District 23 into a 
northern district (23A) and a 
southern district (23B) for the 
election of delegates. The effect 
of this was to force all three in- 
cumbent delegates who live in 
the Bowie area to vie for two 
seats in 23A, while a new del- 
egate will be elected from 23B. 
The court removed from 23A 
Crofton and other areas of Anne 
Arundel County that had been 
added to the district by the leg- 
islative plan. In its place, the 
court added to 23A a large area 
along the county’s northern bor- 
der between Bowie and Laurel 
that the legislative plan had 
placed in Districts 21 and 23. 
Also, 23A gained back the 
Lanham-Seabrook area that the 
legislative plan had put in District 
22 in place of Greenbelt. 

For District 22, the legislative 
plan had included the Hollywood 
section of College Park. The 
court plan returns this area and 
the University campus to District 
21 and makes College Park wholly 
in that district.

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Meeting with T.G.I. Friday 
Highlights City's Concerns

A meeting with T.GI. Friday 
restaurant’s management was de- 
scribed by Police Chief James 
Craze in a report to City Manager 
Michael McLaughlin dated June 
1. The meeting was held to dis- 
cuss concerns about the number 
of arrests and disturbance calls 
which are emanating from the 
restaurant. Present in addition to 
the police chief were the restau- 
rant manager, Craig Hacklander, 
his regional manager, another 
member of his managerial staff, 
Greenbelt Lieutenant Tom Kemp, 
and Sergeant Carl Schinner. 

The meeting was held because 
of the high number of police calls 
to the restaurant. Research by 
Lt. Kemp showed that there were 
over 100 calls for service to the 
restaurant for each year since 
1998, with calls in 2002 amounting 
to 55 so far. 

Restaurant representatives 
pointed out that the Greenbelt 
T.GI. Friday is the second high- 
est sales-producing location na- 
tionwide, second only to the one 
at Disney World, meaning that 
the Greenbelt restaurant is very 
popular and generates a high 
volume of customers. 

Craze reported that most of the 
arrests are minor in nature and 
result from management asking 
patrons to leave when they are 
disorderly, and their refusal to do 
so. There have been a few weap- 
ons and narcotics charges made

Nighttime road construction 
and lane closures on the Balti- 
more-Washington Parkway near 
Route 197 will be later — 9 p.m. — 
instead of the previously-an- 
nounced 7:30 p.m., according to 
the office of Senator Paul 
Sarbanes.

after patrons were arrested, and 
other cases involved mutual as- 
sault occurring in the bar or park- 
ing lot. 

Craze said he was impressed 
with the determination of 
Hacklander to take steps to 1im- 
prove the situation immediately. 
The steps proposed were an in- 
crease in the use of part-time of- 
ficers and instituting more formal 
door staffing “with increased fo- 
cus on building capacity and pa- 
tron intoxication levels.” Craze 
also noted that he was “im- 
pressed with the internal carding 
procedure Hacklander outlined 
that is already in place.” A pri- 
vate company employed uses 
role players to ascertain if the 
servers are “carding” all people 
being served alcoholic beverages. 
Those who do not are terminated 
immediately. It appeared clear, 
Craze continued, that Hacklander 
and his staff were open to sug- 
gestions for improvement, and 
“his offer to institute a dress 
code of his own volition was ap- 
preciated.” 

Craze recommended to the city 
manager that with the high de- 
gree of cooperation he observed, 
police should continue to work 
directly with management and re- 
visit the matter in 90 days to re- 
evaluate the effectiveness of ef- 
forts and take any necessary fur- 
ther action at that time.
